TWO pOrsonsstabbed by Arabs from the territories

A 19-year-old terrorist from Nablus who lacked a 
work permit was captured by soldiers and a passerby 
a few minutes after he stabbed soldier Elad Saban, 
1% at the Geba interchange. 

7 ButTpoBce' were still 'searching the area near the 
7rian^e Kafr Ibtan last night for two Arabs 

who stabbed 55-year-oId greengrocer Shimon Tsoier in 
the chest and arm before flaring. Police were stQl 
investigating whether that stabbing was nationalistical- 
ly .motivated or the result of a business disagreement. 

The first incident occurred at around 9:30 a.m. at 
the busy junction packed with Arabs from the territo¬ 
ries arriving for work and solders hitching rides or 
catching buses;to.their bases.. 

’. Saban, a resident of Mehpla.bad been standing at 
the . 

. “Wesaid goodbye and he went off,” said Einat. 
‘He was about 100 meters away- when he suddenly 
croru^ied dpvyu. Then I saw two Arabs running to¬ 
wards me?’ 


Police do not believe the terrorist had an accom¬ 
plice, despite initial reports that he had been helped 
by another man. 

Three soldiers, joined by Zvika Shofet, owner of a 
nearby restaurant, chased the assailant. Shofet said 
he phoned police and Magen David Adorn as soon as 
he heard of the stabbing from a passerby. 

“The police came very quickly,'* he said. “I went 
out of the back door and joined the soldiers. We 
caught up with him and pinned him on his back to the 
ground until police arrived.” 

: Saban was taken to Petah Tikva’s Beilinson Hospi¬ 
tal, the 20-cm.-long knif e still in his back. 

“The knife had not penetrated any vital internal 
organs, but had stuck 10 cm. deep into his shoulder 
blades." said Dr. Zvi Rotenberg, head of the emer¬ 
gency ward. “Fortunately his spine was not dam¬ 
aged.” 

Saban was operated on and last night was reported 
in stable.condition7 

The terrorist was taken’ to the Dan region police 
headquarters for questioning. Police from the central 
district were also alerted to search the area.

JERICHO security chief Jibril 
Rajoub yesterday accused the 
government of confining him 
there in response to the uncov¬ 
ering of his allegedly illegal op¬ 
erations in Jerusalem. 

Senior police sources said 
Rajoub personally oversaw the 
arrest by Palestinian security 
agents of the head of Palestin¬ 
ian TV, Samih Samara, in Je¬ 
rusalem 10 days ago. 

Rajoub, along with several 
agents, detained Samara - who 
was suspected of “immoral activi¬ 
ty” - in his American Colony Ho¬ 
tel room, the sources said. 

Rajoub and Samara both 
strongly denied the allegations, 
saying such an arrest never took 
place. 

But the sources said police have 
gathered strong evidence showing 
Samara was taken against his will 
to Jericho by Rajoub. 

Police Minister Moshe Shahal 
yesterday warned that Rajoub 
would be detained for questioning 
if he tried to enter Jerusalem 
again. In the meantime this seems 
nnlikely, since Rajoub's permit to 
travel freely in Judea. Samaria, 
and eastern Jerusalem expired last 
week.

be is waiting for a new permit to 
be issued by the Defense Ministry. 

“I know that because of all the 
mess in the recent days they are 
holding things up." he said. 

Since mid-July Rajoub has held 
a permit allowing him to travel in 
the territories and Israel, accord¬ 
ing to both Palestinian and mili¬ 
tary sources. Rajoub used this 
freedom of movement to set up his 
service’s operations throughout 
Judea. Samaria, and eastern Jeru¬ 
salem. with virtually no interfer¬ 
ence from the army or police. 

During the cabinet meeting yes¬ 
terday. Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin hinted that Israeli and Pal¬ 
estinian security services are coop¬ 
erating throughout the territories, 
and not just in Gaza and Jericho. 

In response to a question by 
Economics Minister Shimon She- 
treet about whether Rajoub is al¬ 
lowed freedom of action through¬ 
out the territories, sources quoted 
Rabin as saying: “He has no free¬ 
dom of action in sovereign terriio- 
ry. I will not elaborate.” 

The remarks about sovereign 
territory are apparently an allu¬ 
sion to Jerusalem. 

Ministers understood Rabin's 


comments to mean that coopera¬ 
tion exists throughout the territo¬ 
ries. However. Rabin was unmis¬ 
takably upset about evidence that 
the Palestinian security service is 
now attempting to play a role in 
eastern Jerusalem, something Is¬ 
rael completely rejects. 

Specifically. Rabin said that af¬ 
tergold was stolen recently from a 
Palestinian merchant, word went 
out that unless it was returned. 
Rajoub would ensure that the 
thiefs hand was severed.

day. Rabin also complained about 
the Palestinians' proposal for bal¬ 
loting in the territories, which For¬ 
eign "Minister Shimon Peres told 
ministers would likely be tabled 
when talks on elections begin at 
the end of the month.

Labor rebels to table Golan bill 


LABOR Party mavericks headed 
by MK Avigdor Kahalani intend 
to submit a private members' bill 
to effectively strengthen the Go¬ 
lan Law by the beginning of next 
month, MK Emanuel Zissman 
told hunger striking Golan activ¬ 
ists yesterday.

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Assad not yet 
convincing, 
says Weizman

SYRIAN President Hafez Assad 
has still not done anything to con¬ 
vince the Israeli public that he 
means peace. President Ezer 
Weizman said yesterday. 

Meanwhile. Syrian Foreign 
Minister Farouk Shara has been 
quoted as saying he would not 
meet with Foreign Minister Shi¬ 
mon Peres until Israel begins a full 
withdrawal from the Golan and 
the security zone. 

“I don't think that Assad has 
taken any measures to conquer 
and buy the public in Israel, in the 
way that [King of Jordan] Hussein 
has done and [late Egyptian presi¬ 
dent] Sadat did," Weizman told 
reporters during a visit to meet 
soldiers in south Lebanon. 

"It is very, very difficult to reach 
arrangements without the backing 
of the people. 

"I hope President Assad will un¬ 
derstand that he has to reach an 
agreement with the people of Isra¬ 
el and they have to be certain," 
Weizman said. 

Weizman spoke to IDF para¬ 
troopers along the northern bor¬ 
der and later toured parts of the 
security zone. 

Asked about the relative quiet 
in south Lebanon in the past few 
days, Weizman said he hoped it 
was connected to the negotiations 
with the Syrians, although it was 


impossible to be sure. 

One paratrooper complained 
that the soldiers fell their hands 
were being tied and they were nor 
able to respond as harshly and ef¬ 
fectively as they did in the past, 
apparently because of the peace 
talks. 

Shara told an Egyptian weekly 
that any meeting with Peres is con¬ 
ditional upon the beginning of a 
full Israeli withdrawal from the 
Golan Heights and southern 
Lebanon. 

"There will be no meeting with 
the Israeli foreign minister or any 
other Israeli leader before the be¬ 
ginning of Che process of full with¬ 
drawal from the Golan and south¬ 
ern Lebanon," Shara said in an 
interview with Raz Al Yusuf. 

“For now. Syria prefers that any 
[Israelt-Syriao] agreement be via 
the American administration, act¬ 
ing as a proponent of the peace 
process,” he added. He also at¬ 
tacked Jordan and the PLO for 
signing separate peace agreements 
with Israel. 

In an interview in the Egyptian 
weekly Akhbar Al Yom on Satur¬ 
day, Peres urged the Syrians to 
"change" this stand, “so it will be 
possible to achieve positive re¬ 
sults.” He acted that Syria had 
refused to hold “secret or public” 
negotiations. (Itim)

Driver shot dead

Trouble brews with Washington over Baghdad 


WASHINGTON and Jerusalem 
were yesterday said to be on a 
collision course over Israeli at¬ 
tempts to draw Baghdad into an 
expanded Middle East peace pro¬ 
cess and dilute the existing UN 
sanctions against Iraq, according 
to sources in London. 

Citing British intelligence yes¬ 
terday, The Sunday Times report¬ 
ed that senior Israeli officials and 
Iraqi Deputy Prime Minister Tank 
Aziz had secretly met in the Mo¬ 
roccan capital of Rabat last month 
to discuss “an accommodation." 

The Sunday Times, which attrib¬ 
uted its report to the MI6 intelli¬ 
gence agency, said the Israeli offi¬ 
cials included Housing Minister 


Binyamin Ben-Eliezer and a sec¬ 
ond'minister, possibly Police Min¬ 
ister Moshe Shahid, both of whom 
are of Iraqi origin. 

The Rabat encounter was re¬ 
portedly held when Aziz flew to 
Morocco from Amman, where his 
visit had excited widespread spec¬ 
ulation about the possibility of a 
rapprochement with Israel and 
where Aziz had spoken confident¬ 
ly of sanctions being lifted. 

According to the sources, Iraqi 
and Israeli officials also met in Jor¬ 
dan around the time Foreign Min¬ 
ister Shimon Peres made his first 
public visit to Jordan. 

However, Israeli officials yes¬ 
terday denied a summit meeting

Klingberg, who has served 13 
years of a 20-year sentence for spy¬ 
ing for the former Soviet Union, is 
ap pe al ing the parole board's refus¬ 
al to release him. 

In the brief filed on his behalf by. 
attorney Avigdor Feldman, Kling- 
beTg notes that the Prisons Service 
has determined he suffers from 
heart and brain diseases, as well as 
problematic blood pressure. The 
board turned down his request for 
parole after the security services, 
said he continues to be a threat to 
national security. 

Klingberg’s appeal argues that 
the collapse of the Soviet Union; 
the end of the Cold War, and nrf 
cent progress in the Middle East 
peace process have erased this 
threat. He also states that any 
knowledge he had when arrested. 
13 years ago is no longer of ai^ 
value. ■ 

Klingberg, a former professor tff 
ihe top-secret Biological Institute 
in Ness Ziona, says in his appeal 
that he has hilly repented of his' 
crimes ami merely wishes to spend 
his few remaining days with hid 
daughter and grandson, and mft 
die in prison. (Itim) 


Argentina 
frees two 
suspects in 
blast probe 

BUENOS AIRES(Reuter) - An 
Argentine judge has discreetly 
freed two Lebanese men after de¬ 
termining they had no part in the 
blast that killed nearly 100 people 
in July at a building that housed 
the headquarters of local Jewish 
organizations, a court official said 
yesterday. 

The official said Judge Juan Jose 
Galeano, in charge of investiga¬ 
tions on the July 18 truck-bomb¬ 
ing, had freed the two men around 
3 ajn. Saturday. He had no fur¬ 
ther details. 

The two men were arrested last 
week in the northern province of 
Misiones and flown to Buenos 
Aires amid a blaze of publicity for 
questioning by Galeano. 

The judge, who said last week 
one of the two may be an interna¬ 
tional terrorist wanted by Inter¬ 
pol, was not at his office yester- 
dayand did not return calls to his 
home. Jewish community officials 
could not be reached for 
comment. 

Galeano threw Argentina s rela¬ 
tions with Iran into crisis last 
month when he put out interna¬ 
tional arrest warrants for four Te¬ 
heran officials on the basis of testi¬ 
mony provided by a disaffected 
Iranian in Venezuela. 

The Supreme Court later threw 
the case back to Galeano, saying 
he had insufficient evidence. 


THE General Security Service 
should not be allowed to conduct 
investigations at all, and should 
certainly not be allowed to use 
“moderate physical” or “non-vio- 
leot psychological” pressure, a pe¬ 
tition to the High Court of Justice 
demanded yesterday. 

The petition was filed by the 
Public Committee Against Tor¬ 
ture in Israel. 

A similar petition filed by the 
committee in 1991 was rejected 
last year. However, attorney 
Avigdor Feldman said it was re¬ 
jected primarily because it was a 
general attack on GSS procedures, 
rather than relating to specific 
incidents. 

Since then, he said, the High 
Court has overturned its long¬ 
standing rule that such general pe¬ 
titions are not justiciable. There¬ 
fore, the committee decided to try 
again. 

Hie petition argues that no law 
permits the GSS to conduct inves¬ 
tigations. Instead, its authority de¬ 
rives from the government's broad 
powers to act in defense of the 
state. 

“Hie government is authorized, 
in the name of the state, to take 
any action which is not delegated 
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by law to another authority, sub-: 
ject to [existing] laws,” according 
to the Basic Law: The 
Government.". 

However, the petition argued, 
the passage a few years ago of the 
Basic Law: Human Dignity and 
Freedom has changed the state’s 
legal framework. 

According to this law, the peti¬ 
tion said, any action which would 
violate the basic rights it protects - 
which CSS investigating tech¬ 
niques do - is permissible only if 
enshrined in explicit legislation en¬ 
acted for an appropriate purpose. 
Therefore, allowing the GSS to 
conduct investigations by govern¬ 
ment order, with no legal backing, 
is no longer consistent with exist¬ 
ing legislation. 

The petition also attacked the 
use of “moderate physical” and 
"non-violent psychological” pres¬ 
sure in GSS investigations, which 
was permitted by a 1987 commis¬ 
sion beaded by former Supreme 
Court Justice Moshe Landau. The 
Landau Commission said this was 
necessary to enable the GSS to 
obtain information that could pre¬ 
vent terror attacks. 


According to the Public Com¬ 
mittee Against Torture, the tech¬ 
niques used by the GSS following 
this . decision include confinement 
in cramped.- gJHL-.foul?smelling 
spaas for Tting oT time, 

binding prisoners hand and foot 
and covering the prisoner’s head 
with a sack. 

The petition argued that such 
methods violate the Basic Law: 
Human Freedom and Dignity, was 
well as international conventions 
such as the UN's Universal Decla¬ 
ration on Human Rights. The ex¬ 
cuse of necessity, the petition said, 
is only valid in the case of clear and 
present danger - not, as in the case 
of many GSS investigations, when 
the investigators do not know in 
advance how much useful infor¬ 
mation, if any, the suspect can give 
them. 

The petition also demanded that 
the Landau Commission’s own 
recommendations on improving 
the physical condition of GSS in¬ 
stallations be implemented 

“The investigation facilities 
must be expanded, and reasonable 
lighting and ventilation must be 
installed in the cells,” the commis¬ 
sion wrote. “If possible, sunlight 
should be allowed to eater.”

Yom Kippur Service 
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4,500 illegal Arab workers detained 
in central district so far this year 



SOME 4,500 Arabs from the terri¬ 
tories were arrested over the past 
eight months in the central district 
for illegally entering the country, 
district police chief Cmdr. ShJomo 
Aharonishky said yesterday. 

Although police in the region 
regularly search for Arabs work¬ 
ing and sleeping there illegally, 
such operations have been stepped 
up recently, said Aharonishky. 
Employers hiring illegal laborers 
can expect severe fines, he added 

Two Arabs from Nablus who 
tried to persuade their Israeli em¬ 
ployer to buy a weapon for them 
were arrested last week, he re¬ 
vealed yesterday. The contractor 
had complained to police, who im¬ 
mediately began surveillance and 
photographed the workers giving 
money to their employer for the 
intended purchase. Police believe 
the pair wanted the gun for a ter¬ 
ror organization. 

Since the beginning of the year 
police have discovered large 
caches of weapons, including Gli- 
lon and M-16 assault rifles, pistols, 
and ammunition in the district’s 
Arab towns and villages, and ap¬ 
parently intended for terrorist at¬ 
tacks. 

Minorities units have received 
additional manpower to improve 
intelligence networks, Aharon¬ 
ishky said. 

Speaking at a press conference 
marking the new year, he also re¬ 
leased the following statistics for 
the Central District: Some 46,7Q0 
criminal files were opened in the 
last eight months - 5 B percent 
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more than the same period in 
1993; 19 murders were committed 
from January through August this 
year compared with 13 last year - 
16 of them have been solved and 
the killers brought to trial, said 
Aharonishky. The still unsolved 
murders include the killing by Ga¬ 
zan terrorists of elevator techni¬ 
cians GD Revab and Shlomo Ka- 
pach three weeks ago in Ramie, 
and the suspected family “honor” 
killing of Sara ElmugrabL 

Other special units will also be 
expanded in the region said Ahar¬ 
onishky, including a juvenile 
squad and a stolen car unit. Nar¬ 
cotics detectives have raided add 
parties in the region recently and 
will continuing cracking down on 
drug dealers. 

A unit of 26 policemen, assisted 
by helicopters, will be formed 
solely to track down stolen cars. 

The war against road accidents 


is to be given special attention, 
said Aharonishky, who took over 
the post from Assaf Hefetz, now 
inspector-general, in May. Al¬ 
though the number of aeddents in 
the past eight months has dropped 
- some 2,608 compared with 3,370 
during the same period last year — 
the number of fetal accidents has 
risen. Sixty-four people were 
killed in aeddents from January 
through August this year, com¬ 
pared with 61 last year. Additional 
patrols will be deployed shortly to 
crack down on young and drunken 
drivers - especially on weekends.

Also on Wednesday, the Na¬ 
tional Religious Party is planning a 
huge rally in fee capital to show 
support for Jerusalem, Judea, Sa¬ 
maria, Gush Katif, and fee Golan. 

The country's green groups are 
preparing for an onslaught of hik¬ 
ers over the Succot holiday and 
have arranged for special 
activities.

Sinn Fein: Talks with Britain 
possible by Christmas 


White House revises rules on coverage 
of planned invasion of Haiti 


BELFAST (Reuter) - The politi¬ 
cal wing of the illegal Irish Repub¬ 
lican Army said it could start talks 
with the British government by 
Christmas. 

Martin McGuinness. deputy- 
leader of Sinn Fein, the IRA's po¬ 
litical wing, told British Broad¬ 
casting Corporation radio the 
guerrilla group's declaration on 
September 1 that it was ending 
violent protest meant the talks 
were inevitable.

He accused Britain of putting an 
obstacle in the way of talks, add¬ 
ing that the Irish government has 
accepted the permanence of the 
IRA cease-fire and has welcomed 
Sinn Fein back into the constitu¬ 
tional political fold.

Britain cautions US 
on visa for Adams 

LONDON (Reuter) - Britain has told the United States that it 
would be unwise for Washington to issue a visa to Gerry Adams 
until the IRA says its cease-fire is permanent, a government 
spokesman said yesterday. 

“The Americans have been aware for some considerable time 
of our views on granting a visa to Mr. Adams." Prime Minister 
John Major's spokesman said. 

“Mr. Adams should be asked to clarify whether the cease-fire is 
permanent or not," he said, adding it would be unwise to issue a 
visa at a time that would inflame opinion in LUster. 

Dublin's Irish Times, quoting sources in Washington, said on 
Saturday that Adams, head of the IRA's political wing Sinn Fein, 
would fly to New York this week and was likely to meet President 
Bill Clinton's National Security adviser, Anthony Lake.Bui the 
US State Department said Adams had not yet applied for a visa. 

The Irish Republican Army announced a cease-fire in its strug¬ 
gle against British rule in Northern Ireland, but Major is looking 
for further reassurances that it is a permanent truce. 

When the Clinton administration overruled British wishes last 
January- and granted the Sinn Fein leader a visa. British and 
Northern Irish politicians called his resulting trip a propaganda 
coup.

First visit 
to S. Africa 
by British PM 
in 30 years 

LONDON (AF) — Accompanied 
by sports personalities as well as 
scientists and businessmen. 
Prime Minister John Major left 
yesterday for South Africa, the 
first visit by a British leader in 
more than 30 years. 

Mayor was stopping en route in 
Saudi Arabia and the United 
Arab Emirates to cement ties with 
the oil-rich nations before start¬ 
ing the three-day South African 
visit in Cape Town tomorrow. 

Major, a keen cricketer, in¬ 
cluded sports stars in his party to 
underline the end of Sooth Afri¬ 
ca's sporting isolation, which for 
many white South Africans was 
the most painfbl reprisal for 
apartheid. 

He was expected to announce a 
big donation toward South Afri¬ 
can sport daring a visit to a rub¬ 
bish dump turned into a cricket 
ground in Alexandra, a black 
township in Johannesburg. The 
site was transformed with British 
aid. 

The sports representatives In¬ 
cluded Sir Bobby Charlton, rug¬ 
by star Rob Andrew, England 
cricketer AJec Stewart, athlete 
Judy Simpson and Sir Colin Cow¬ 
drey former England captain and 
now chairman of the Internation¬ 
al Cricket Council. 

Harold Macmillan, also leader 
of the Conservative Party, was 
the last British prime minister to 
visit Sooth Africa in 1960. 

He had warned South Africa's 
white-minority governments that 
the “winds of change" were 
blowing down the continent with 
the advent of Mack rule in former 
British and French colonies. 


THE Clinton administration initially pushed to 
impose a news blackout during the first six or 
eight hours of the planned invasion of.Haiti but 
the White House backed off from the idea 
Saturday, network and administration officials 
said. 

Administration and military officials told 
network executives Friday that the administra¬ 
tion wanted an initial mandatory blackout to 
protect the lives of US troops. 

But in a meeting with network executives 
Saturday, administration officials agreed to ac¬ 
cept a voluntary embargo on the broadcasting 
of sensitive pictures for one hour after troops 
arrive in Haiti. The television executives 
agreed to withhold for one hour any footage 
that would disclose the location of troop land¬ 
ings because of the background or other 
landmarks. 

The 80-minute meeting included State De¬ 
partment counselor David R. Gergen, White 
House Press Secretary Dee Dee Myers, Ma¬ 
rine Corps Lt. Gen. John J. Sheehan and 
Defense Department spokesman Dennis R. 
Boxx and the Washington bureau chiefs of 
NBC, CBS, ABC and CNN.

other network officials, including CNN Presi¬ 
dent Tom Johnson. 

A senior a dminis tration official said only* 
few White House and State Department offi¬ 
cials - but not Gergen or Defense Department 
officials - wanted a longer blackout, calling it a 
“negotiating position" in an attempt to obtain 
concessions from the networks. 

“That is not our proposal at all," Myers said 
of the blackout plan. She acknowledged, how¬ 
ever, that it had been “discussed internally." 

“We basically put forward two objectives," 
Myers said. “One is obviously to protect the 
lives and safety of American troops as well as 
journalists, and the other is to honor our com¬ 
mitment to allow full and open coverage." 

But one network official involved in the 
discussions said the administration had taken a 
“hard line" on the blackout and backed off in 
the face of protests. This official said the 
strongest blackout proponents were not at the 
Pentagon, which has accepted the need for 
extensive coverage of the invasion, but “on the 


political side of the While House." 

Myers said rhax news executives have been 
“fairly cooperative" and that "the networks 
understand the importance of not jeopardizing 
the safety of these kids." 

“CNN agreed that the well-being of the 
troops and the safety of the mission is para¬ 
mount," CNN Vice President Ed Turner said. 

The network officials agreed not to broad¬ 
cast airplane departures from Florida bases to.

Simpson to testify, 
defense attorney says

OJ. Simpson will testify in his 
own defense during his nationally 
televised trial in the murders of his 
former wife and her waiter friend, 
the defense attorney closest to the 
jailed celebrity said Friday. 

The decision to put the football 
Hall of Famer on the stand was 
seen in the legal community as a 
risky move that could dramatically 
change the dynamic of the upcom¬ 
ing trial. 

Simpson has maintained he is 
“absolutely, 100 percent not 
guilty" of the Jane 12 slayings of 
Nicole Brown Simpson and Ron¬ 
ald L. Goldman in the courtyard 
of her fashionable Brentwood 
town house. 

“He is going to testify," de¬ 
clared Johnnie L. Cochran Jr., a 
longtime Simpson friend who said 
he has spoken with him almost 
daily since joining the high-profile 
defense team two months ago. 

“He has absolutely nothing to 
hide," Cochran said in a tele¬ 
phone interview. “He wants to 
testify. He wants to keep the re¬ 
cord straight." 

■i Most trial Jawjiers^contacced by 
The Washington Fort'were sur¬ 
prised that SunpsaaVcamp would; 
reveal such an important card be¬ 
fore the trial begins. Some saw it 
as a sign of Cochran taking control 
from celebrity lawyer Robert L. , 
Shapiro, who heads the high- 
powered defense team and who 
has said he was uncertain if he 
would let Simpson testify. Others 
speculated that it was a bold move 
to shift attention from tire mount¬ 
ing reports of evidence that link 
Simpson to the crime scene. 


“The scariest thing a defense 
lawyer can do is pm his client on 
the stand," said Los Angeles trial 
lawyer Harland Braun. “He just 
has to sit there and pray, because 
a defendant who is a poor witness 
can help get himself convicted.'V ^ 

Cochran hinted at dissent with- ^ 
in the defense camp over the wis* 
dom of putting Simpson on the 
stand, but said that the 47-year* 
old celebrity was eager to testify 
despite the opportunity it would, 
afford prosecutors. 

Even if Shapiro ultimately ad¬ 
vises agains t such a dangerous 
strategy. Cochran said, he would* 
likely be outvoted by the other* 
members of the defense team and j 
by Simpson himself. •; 

“It’s going to be‘Very hard to- 
keep him off the stand," Cochran- 
said, adding that the final decision, 
belongs to the client. 

A member of Nicole Simpson's' 
family, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, laughed out loud' 
when told Simpson was planning:

Serbs renew ethnic cleansing: 
2,000 driven from northeast Bosnia 


TUZLA, Bosnia-Herzegovina—Serb national¬ 
ists in northeast Bosnia forced up to 2,000 
frightened Moslems from their homes and 
across the front lines yesterday in a defiant 
drive to finish their ethnic purge. 

Those expulsions came a day after 700 Mos¬ 
lems were forced out of Serb-controlled areas 
in northwest Bosnia, bringing to about 9,000 
the non-Serbs driven from their homes since 
mid-July. 

The move illustrated the Bosnian Serbs' de¬ 
termination to remove the remaining non- 
Serbs from areas they control despite increas¬ 
ing isolation and international pressure. 

In Sarajevo, heavy sniping and shelling 
erupted yesterday while Serb forces besieging 
the city Kept up a blockade of water and power 
supplies. 

S«b and Mosiem-led forces launched rock¬ 
et-propelled grenades across the notorious 
Jewish Cemetery front line in the center of the 
capital, witnesses said. 

United Nations peacekeepers reported yes-

terday that four people died in the fighting 
over the weekend and local hospital officials 
said fifteen were wounded. 

Some 200 to 250 mortar bombs landed in the 
city yesterday afternoon, said Claire Grimes, a 
UN spokeswoman. 

Shelling was also reported from Mount Tre- 
bevic. a front line area that towers over the city 
to the south. 

• The shooting and shelling violated accords 
signed by Serb and Moslem-led Bosnian gov¬ 
ernment commanders in which they pledged to 
halt sniper and shell fire in Sarajevo. 

The violence coincided with a Serb block¬ 
ade of basic utilities to the capital, forcing 
Sarajevans to queue for water in a grim re~ 
minder of the darkest days of the Serb siege 
of the city. 

Moslems who arrived in Tuzla. a govern¬ 
ment-held city, said Serb extremists in the 
Bijeljina-Janja region of northeast Bosnia, led 


by Vojkan Djurkovic. had decided to force out 
the last non-Serbs. About 150 able-bodied men 
were being held for work details until Serbs 
still in Tuzla arc sent to Serb-held terriiory, 
they reported. 

Mensud Piric, 43, said his two sons, ages IS 
and 19. were taken. 

“My wife was crying and begging that our 
sons go with us." he said, bursting into tears. 
“I couldn't say anything. What do you say 
when somebody takes away your most pre¬ 
cious thing, and you ask yourself if you are 
going to see them ever again?" 

“I had thought the worst moment of my life 
would be when I locked my house door for the 
last time, but when they took my boys away 
they killed my soul." he cried. "I cannot 
breathe. I fed like my chest has been torn 
aparr. Every part of me is dying." 

Vasvija Mul3salihovic. 39. said Djurkovic 
told the refugees all Moslems would have to 
leave. "Those who stay will be floating in the 
Drina river," she quoted him as saying.

Uniformed Germans 
pay homage 
alAiischwilz 
50 years later 

AUSCHWITZ, Poland (AP) - 
The first uniformed Germans to 
visit Auschwitz in 50 years paid an 
emotional homage to the past yes¬ 
terday in a ceremony that also 
symbolized hopes for the future of 
united Europe. 

'£pme>of.tbe 60'soldiers and.35 -.ii 
offiofers-. fc>f ^ thewBuUdeswehr, "the 1 
German army, were in tears as • 
tbeylbured the barracks and camp 
where 1.6 miilioa people were 
killed by the Nazis, including 1.35 
million Jews. 

As their colleagues took off 
their berets in silence and stood at 
attention, soldiers laid a wreath of 
red flowers with a ribbon of black, 
yellow and gold - Germany’s na¬ 
tional colors - at Auschwitz's 
“Death Wall,” where the Nazis 
executed 70,000 prisoners. 

The visit was at the invitation of 
Poland, which said the goal was to 
promote unity and forgiveness. 

“I think this is very important 
for the young soldiers," said Lt. 
Col Michael Terheggen, spokes¬ 
man for the German army. 

“We told them what happened 
here during World War 13, but this 
is the first time that they are con¬ 
fronted with tiie facts. It may leave 
a great emotional impression on the 
soldiers, but they have to learn this 
is a part of our common history, 
and histoiy is part of our future.” 


VIENNA (Reuter) - Austria’s 
far-right Freedom Party (FPOe) 
overtook the mainstream Social 
Democrats for the first time in a 
provincial election yesterday, ac¬ 
cording to projections of the 
result. 

Austrian state television 
showed the FPOe gaining second 
place in the poll in Vorarlberg 
state, with around 18.5 percent 
of the vote. 

Their controversial leader, 
Joerg Haider, hailed the score as 
a great success and said he would 
“bet anything that we put on sev¬ 
eral percentage points” in the 
federal election scheduled for 
October 9. 

Haider’s main political planks 
center on controlling immigra¬ 
tion and tightening up law and 
order. Some critics say he is a 
racist, or an opportunist bent on 


whipping up xenophobia. 

Television, citing its own pro¬ 
jections of the result after polls 
closed, said the conservative 
Peoples Party (OeVP) managed 
to retain its absolute majority of 
seats in the Vorarlberg provincial 
parliament, despite losing votes. 

Some 200,000 voters were 
registered to cast ballots in 
Vorarlberg, Austria’s smallest 
province, which borders 
Switzerland, Liechtenstein and 
Germany. 

Austria’s Social Democrat 
Chancellor. Franz Vranitzky. 
dismissed any claim that the Vor¬ 
arlberg result foreshadowed a 
□ationa! trend that would show 
up on October 9. 

There would be “no fallout at 
the federal level for the general 
election,” Vranitzky told 
reporters. 


Three Moslem militants killed 
in renewed violence in Egypt 


CAIRO .(AP) - Police killed 
three suspected Moslem extrem¬ 
ists during an arrest raid yester¬

Exit polls: Swedish gov’t 
defeated in election 

STOCKHOLM (Reuter) - Swedish Prime Minister Carl Bildt‘s 
government was defeated in a general election yesterday, accord¬ 
ing to the first exit poll published shortly before polls closed. 

The opposition Social Democrats led the poll with 44 percent 
and the Left and Green parties, which have pledged to support 
the Social Democrats, took 11.2 percent of the votes, according to 
the exit poll broadcast on private television channel TV4. 

The poll, based on interviews with 2.000 voters, gave Bildt's 
coalition of four center-right parties 42.6 percent of the votes, 
with the Moderate (Conservative) Party he chairs winning 22.5 
percent. 

Bildt has said he would only cany on as prime minister if .his 
coalition won its own majority in the 349-scat parliament 
(Riksdag). 

Social Democratic Party (SDP) leader Ingvar Carlsson. tipped 
for months to defeat Bildt in the election, was mobbed by 
supporters and journalists when he voted in a Stockholm suburb. 

“We're going to have a good election." the 59-year-old SDP 
leader said. 

Polls predicted Carlsson would emerge as prime minister from 
the election, but that he would not be able to form a majority 
government without the aid of a smaller party. 

Carlsson has said he would like to form a majority coalition 
with the centrist Liberal Party. 

The exit poll predicted the two would muster 50.K percent of 
the national vote, giving just over half the 349 seats in parliament.

T HE Palestinians want to move ahead with 
talks that will lay down the framework for 
elections in the territories for a Palestinian 
administrative council. The Palestinian Authority, 
at the end of its weekly meeting on Saturday, even 
set a date for beginning these talks with Israel. 
Unfortunately, it did not bother to consult with the 
relevant Israeli body as to whether the date they 
had in mind was suitable, before issuing an an¬ 
nouncement heralding the talks’ start. The PA 
announcement was, somewhat inevitably, quickly 
followed by a denial from the government coordi¬ 
nator’s office that a date had been fixed. 

This example of Palestinian hastiness is 
matched by events in other, more important 
spheres. Under the initiative of Col- Jibril Rajoub, 
the Jericho commander of the Palestinian Preven¬ 
tive Security Service, the Palestinians have been 
laying the foundations for a Palestinian police 
force throughout Judea and Samaria, even though 
under the Declaration of Principles and the Cairo 
accords, the Palestinians only have the right to 
police Jericho and the Gaza District. 

Rajoub’s agents have been working in ail major 
Palestinian population centers, including eastern 
Jerusalem, and the Palestinian Police has become 
the major law enforcer for Palestinians in these 
areas. Until now, Israel’s security forces, and the 
government, have turned a blind eye to Rajoub’s 


activities, despite there being plenty of evidence 
as to their actions. Indeed, The Jerusalem Post's 
Bill Hutman reported a month ago that Rajoub’s 
men were working in Jerusalem and had even 
arrested suspects in the Old City and taken them 
to Jericho for questioning. These facts were 
known to the Police Ministry, but no action seems 
to have been taken. 

Given this lack of response, Prime Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin was being disingenuous when he 
criticized the Palestinians at yesterday’s cabinet 
meeting for attempting to wring the trappings of 
sovereignty in their negotiations with Israel con¬ 
cerning the future elections for a Palestinian ad¬ 
ministrative council. 

Rabin pointed out the actions of the Palestinian 
Police in Jerusalem as an example of the Palestin¬ 
ians’ behavior. But if no protest was made in any 
of the meetings held recently between senior 
government ministers - including Rabin - and 
PLO leader Yasser Arafat, then the government 
has been derelict in its duty. It is no secret that the 
PLO sees its accords with Israel as but a stepping 
stone towards a Palestinian state. If Rabin is really 
sincere when he insists the Oslo agreement will 
not lead to such an eventuality, he has to ensure 
that Israel’s agreements with the PLO are kept to 
the letter. Once one infraction is ignored, more are 
bound to follow. 


T O many foreigners, Canada must seem to be 
two provinces - Canada and Quebec. Apart 
from Quebec, there are in fact nine other 
provinces. There are signs that most of them are 
getting somewhat weary of the tenth's perennial 
angst over its identity. 

Last week Quebecois went to the polls to elect a 
legislative assembly and the main theme of the 
event was yet again “whither the French Canadi¬ 
ans.” To 'he rest of Canada the question has 
become more a “why the French Canadians - 
again.” For several decades the people of Quebec 
have toyed with separatism in one form or anoth¬ 
er, only to draw back at the last minute into the 
safety of the unified state. .But the decision tp 
remain an integraTpart of Canada has' never been 
final enough to lay the issue to rest and give the 
other nine provinces a little time in the limelight 
To obvious groans from the rest of Canada, the 
Quebec election last week again raised more 
issues than it solved. The separatist Parti Quebe¬ 
cois won the election, riding on PQ leader Jacques 
Parizcau's pledge to hold a new referendum on 
independence for the French-speaking province. 
It is not a prospect that cheers Anglophone Cana¬ 
dians, but at least the issue appeared decisive. Not 
so, for the PQ’s victory of just one percentage 
point over provincial premier Daniel Johnson and 
the Liberals was somewhat underwhelming. 

The electorate has slammed its foot down on 
both the independence accelerator and brake at the 
same time. Parizeau won his point, but a one-point 
win is hardly a mandate to break up Canada. It is 
not even a mandate to hold a referendum on 
breaking up Canada, so next year's target date is 
not one Parizeau is likely to remain enthusiastic 
about, unless the nervous public’s opinion moves 
into a self-confident separatist landslide in the

interim. Independence as a harsh reality rather 
than as a conversation piece is not something the 
Quebecois have ever shown much confidence 
about. 

This is their problem - the rest of Canada is 
more than a little bored by the conversation piece, 
li is also resentful at yet a gain being dragged into 
a protracted national debate over “whither Que-^ 
bee.” Canadians have much the same attitude to 
“whingers'’ as their southern hemisphere cousins 
in Australia, preferring a “make up your mind 
and get on with it” attitude to lire. Quebec’s 
apparently never-ending whining about its identi¬ 
ty is nothing less than exasperating in other prov¬ 
inces that have their own debates to conduct. with 
the central government - but theirs aip debates set 
dearly within the framework of a united country . 

While Anglophone Canada has a dear prefer¬ 
ence for preserving the 127-year-old federation, it 
has never shown any inclination to demonstrate in 
the streets over Quebec’s independence - if that’s 
what Quebec really wants. Canadian Prime Minis¬ 
ter Jean Chretien has used the phrase “overdose” 
to describe the constitutional debate, which he 
himself refuses to join. 

Of far more importance now to Canadians is 
their economy and the other social issues facing 
most democracies as the century draws to a dose. 
In Quebec itself, and despite the electoral debate 
on independence, it appears that the brake the 
electorate applied reflects more concern over the 
province’s 12 percent unemployment That is the 
issue that is likely to occupy most of the PQ’s 
term. The party would be doing itself, Quebec, 
and Canada a favor if it declared a moratorium on 
separatism for at least 50 years while the whole 
country gets on with making it a place everyone 
wants to be a part of.

Golan tanks and truths 


T HE left is right about one 
thing: peace with Syria is 
impossible unless we give 
up the entire Golan and get off the 
summit of Mount Herroon. back 
down to the shores of the Sea of 
Galilee. 

Anyone who thinks Syrians 
President Assad will agree to less 
doesn't know the man - and any¬ 
one who thinks Prime Minister 
Rabin won’t give up all the Golan 
doesn't know him either. 

Labor's election campaign plat¬ 
form declared: “On the Golan 
Heights, where Israeli law, juris¬ 
diction and administration apply, 
any peace agreement with Syria 
and any security arrangements 
will include continued Israeli set¬ 
tlement presence and military 
control.”

THE CHIEF of the general staff 
has explained that even in condi¬ 
tions of peace, we would need to 
maintain a military bold on the 
Golan.

In our 
region, the only durable peace is 
one which can be defended. 

Effective defense is what deters 
war, and it is conditioned on con¬ 
trol of strategic zones. We don’t 
need the chief of staff to tell us 
that peace without the Golan is a 
serious security danger, a tempta¬ 
tion for the Arahs iQ yage war. 

Last April, Rabin told the Kib¬ 
butz Federation congress at Efal 
that, for peace, he would “be 
ready to remove settlements on 
the Golan.” But he didn't add that 
be would be ready to remove 
tanks from the Golan. On the con¬ 


trary: in thar speech, reported in 
Ha'aretz on April 22, he said, 
“Tanks on the Golan are the main 
guarantee for preventing war with 
Syria, as is a strong air force. We 
must tell the truth.” 

That was good advice about tell¬ 
ing the truth. But since that 
speech, it has become evident that 
it isn't tanks but the truth which 
became less important. Rabin has 
stopped referring to the impor¬ 
tance of his own truth, even when 
our security is at stake. For him, 
the fate of the Golan is like what 
happens with the Stock Exchange: 
the public can be cheated about 
both. 

The Golan Heights aren't the 
Sinai. Their demilitarized status 
could change rapidly after we 
withdraw. If withdrawal lasted 
three years, we could be exposed 
to an attack from the Golan as 
early as the next Knesset's term.

Follow the leader this ain’t 


E VER since the Disengage¬ 
ment Agreement with Syr¬ 
ia, signed on May 31,1974, 
three days before he first became 
prime minister. Yitzhak Rabin has 
maintained the same position on 
the Golan: while territorial com¬ 
promise is possible, an Israeli mili¬ 
tary and settlement presence 
should remain. That was also La¬ 
bor’s platform before the 1992 
elections. 

And yet the agreement shaping 
up between Israel and Syria alleg¬ 
edly speaks of a complete Israeli 
withdrawal by the end of the pro¬ 
cess. 

Clearly, there is a contradiction 
between past Rabin and Labor 
statements on the Golan issue, 
and the scenario which appears to 
be unfolding before us. 

The question is what we should 
make of this. Understandably, the 
opposition's interpretation is that 
it only goes to prove neither Rabin 
nor .Labor has any credibility, and 
that they should, therefore, be re¬ 
placed by Binyamin Netanyahu 
and the Likud. 

But the reality is more compli¬ 
cated. 

Leading up to the 1977 elec¬ 
tions. the Likud position under 
Menachetn Begin was: no with¬ 
drawal from parts of the Sinai 
which remained in Israeli hands 
after the 1974 and 1975 agree¬ 
ments with Egypt (which Begin 
and the Likud opposed). 

And yet, within several months 
of the elections, a Begin govern¬ 
ment undertook to let Egypt have 
the whole of the Sinai down to the 
very last grain of sand, in return 
for peace. 

The most famous Israeli advo¬ 
cate of the Whole Land of Israel 
idea, the man who opposed David 
Ben-Gurion's 1957 decision to 
withdraw from the Sinai, agreed 
to just such a withdrawal 20 years 
later - not owing to any sudden 
breakdown in credibility, bur sim¬ 
ply because he was a great states¬ 
man. 

Begin understood that he was 
facing a unique opportunity to en¬ 
ter into a peace agreement with 
Israel's most prominent enemy. 
Despite deep misgivings, he 
grasped that opportunity with 
both hands. 

In 1941, Franklin Delano Roo¬ 
sevelt was faced with a similar sit¬ 
uation. Despite Congress’s pass¬ 
ing of successive Neutrality Acts

In Gre¬ 
nada, the president needed to act 
quickly; in Panama, with surprise. 
A protracted congressional debate 
would have jeopardized both op¬ 
erations. Neither condition ap¬ 
plies in Haiti. 

In Grenada. Reagan was react¬ 
ing to a rapidly evolving emergen¬ 
cy. Less than a week elapsed be¬ 
tween the assassination of Prime 
Minister Bishop, which threw the 
country into turmoil and the safety 
of 595 American students into 
jeopardy, and the American 
invasion. 

As for Panama, a congressional 
debate would have destroyed the 
element of surprise necessary to 
minimize Americas casualties. 
After. aH, Panama 'had* a- reaft if • 
small, army. It was not, tike Haiti, 
a ■ hopelessly unarmed 
constabulary. 

Tbe administration has such ob¬ 
vious contempt for tbe capacities 
of-tiie Haitian military and its half- 
dozen artillery pieces that it has 
produced the most telegraphed, 
most choreographed, most adver¬ 
tised invasion in history. Haiti is 
thus precisely tike Iraq in both 
aspects most relevant to the ques¬ 
tion of congressional approval: 
openness and timing. 

- Like Iraq with its six-month 
buildup, the Haiti operation car¬ 
ries no secrecy and no immediate 
urgency. To say, as does Secretary 
Christopher, that the president 
cannot go to Congress over Haiti 
because he needs to be able to act 
“very quickly" is to invite ridicule 
on a man who has already invited 
more than his share. 

But congressional war powers is 
not the only Democratic icon to be 
broken by the Haiti affair. There 
is another form of legality even 
more dear to Clintonites than con¬ 
stitutional war powers. And that is 
international legality. 

NOW, I happen to believe that 
"international legality” is largely a 
crock, make-work for lawyers and 
a substitute for strategic thinking. 

Chapter VH of the UN Charter 
allows bystander countries to get 
together militarily against a coun¬ 
try which has invaded another 
country. But it provides no justifi¬ 
cation for invading a country just 
' to change its government. Yet the 
Clinton administration * rammed 
through a Security Council resolu¬ 
tion invoking Chapter VII to justi¬ 
fy an invasion of Haiti - on the 
grounds that Haiti is a. “threat to 
peace.” 

Now, Haiti is a threat to Clin¬ 
ton's chances of carrying refugee- 
weary Florida in 1996, to Clin-: 
ton's hopes of cozy relations with 
the Congressional Black Caucus, 
to Clinton’s own credibility. But 
one thing Haiti is not: It is not a 
threat to international peace. 

Perhaps feeling it was on shaky 
ground, the administration went 
beyond the UN to that Reaganite 
ploy of rounding up a few tittle 
countries to approve America’s 
invasion, as Reagan did in Grena¬ 
da. ■ ~ 

At first, the best the administrat 
tion could do was corral five hemi¬ 
spheric mini-states, Jamaica the 
superpower among them- The 
more embarrassing part, however,. 
was that of these five dots on the 
map not one was- Spanish-speak¬ 
ing. So much for “Latin Ameri¬ 
can” support 

So now we are-up to 19 Coun¬ 
tries for themultinationai force; ; 
exactly- three of which; are Span¬ 
ish-speaking. One is Hebrew- 
speaking. With all the elements- 
of a musical comedy now in place, 
Clinton's tittle war can begin. "*

U NDER section 29(a) of 
the Criminal Procedure 
Law (Consolidated Ver- 
sion) of1982, “An arrested person 
is entitled to meet with and con- 
“ m advocate,” Section 29(b) 
deals with conditions relating to 
the meeting, and section 29(c) 
provides, inter aha, that the- meet¬ 
ing is to take place “as soon as 
possible.” 

Under subsection (d), which is 
about investigation of the detain¬ 
ee, a police officer of or above the 
rank of chief superintendent (rwv- 
pakad) may delay- the meeting 
“for several hours” if he considers' 
that the interruption “may foil, the 
investigation’ 1 or“foil or interfere 
with the arrest of other suspects in 
the same matter.” 

Under section 29(e) of the Law, 
a police officer of the above-men- 
tioned rank may delay the meeting 
up to 48 hours "if he is satisfied 
that such, is necessary for, the pro¬ 
tection of state security or human 
life or in order to prevent a-felo¬ 
ny.” This provision shall not deiio- 
gate from'the right of a detainee 
“to be given a reasonable oppor¬ 
tunity to meet with an. advocate 
before being, brought to. court in 
the matter of his arrest” if he so 
requests. 

However, section 29(f) lays 
down that the' above provisions 
shall not apply to a detainee sus¬ 
pected of contravening specified 


statutory provisions which may be 
broadly described'as “security 
offenses.":: ! -- ‘ "' •'. " 

In that event, , a meeting, be¬ 
tween the detainee and an advo¬ 
cate “shall be-in accordance with 
regulations made, by the minister 
of justice m consultation with the 
minister of defense and with the 
approval of the Constitution, Leg¬ 
islation and Law.Committee of the 
Knesset; provided that the post¬ 
ponement of a meeting ... shall 
not exceed 15 days,” 

Under' regulation 4(a) of the 
Criminal Procedure Regulations 
(Meetqrgs between Suspects and 
Advocates) of 1981 (issued under 
the corresponding sections then 
applicable),. Theofficer in charge 
of an investigation may direct, in 
writing, not to permit a meeting 
between a~suspect and an advo¬ 
cate for a period not exceeding 
seven days from the date of arrest, 
if he re of the opinion that this is 
required for reasons of state secu¬ 
rity or. to help the investigation.” 

Under regulation 4(b), “ A con¬ 
firming- authority may direct, in 
writing, not to permit [such a 
meeting] for a farther period not 
exceeding eight days, if he is satis¬ 
fied that this ^required for' rea¬ 
sons of state security or to benefit 
the investigation/’ 

THE PETITIONERS Kahalani 
were arrested on September 2. On 
September 4, amagistrate extend¬ 
ed their detentionfor eight days, 
and It was farther extended on 
Sep te mbe r 12 for 10 days.. 

- Elba and Keller were arrested 
on the night of September 7-8. A 
magistrate extended Elba’s deten¬ 
tion until.September 19, and that 
of Keller until September 18. 

On September 2, -the head of 
the General Security Service in¬ 
vestigating team, acting under 
regulation 4(a) above, banned a 
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meeting between the Kahalanis 
and an advocate for seven days on 
the grounds of “the benefit of the 
investigation and state security.” 
On September 9, the head of the 
GSS investigating branch*, acting 
as a confirming authority under 
regulation 4(b) above, extended 
the ban until September 14. 

The head of the investigating 


team banned a meeting between 
Elba and an advocate until Sep¬ 
tember 13, and between KeUer 
and an advocate until September 
14. 

All die petitioners asked the Su¬ 
preme Court, sitting as a High 
Court of Justice, to set aside the 
orders banning meetings with 
their lawyers. 


JUSTICE GOLDBERG, deliver¬ 
ing the judgment of the court, first 

a uoted the relevant provisions of 
le above Law and regulations. 
Counsel had submitted, he said, 
that the justice minister had ex¬ 
ceeded bis powers in including in 
the Regulations “the benefit of 
the investigation” as a ground for 
preventing a meeting between a 


cTetainee and a lawyer. He had 
relied on the fact that that ground 
did not appear in section 29(f) and 
the minister, therefore, had no 
power to include it. 

It could be said in reply. Justice 
Goldberg continued, that the very 
interference in the investigation of 
security offenses endangered state 
security. It was unnecessary to de¬ 


ride this issue, however, for the 
offenses attributed to the petition¬ 
ers - involvement in the organiza¬ 
tion of terrorism, collecting arms 
and planning attacks on Arabs - 
could certainly endanger stare 
security. 

It was clear. Justice Goldberg 
said, that advancing the investiga¬ 
tion alone was insufficient to justi¬ 
fy banning a meeting. 

Citing die precedents of Hazan 
v. Meir (H.C. L2&/84, The Jerusa¬ 
lem Post of April 18, 19S4) and 
Rumhia v. The Israel Police (H.C. 
63i)2/92). he placed the emphasis 
on the danger to state security if 
the meeting were not banned. 

The banning authority had to 
show it was essential for reasons of 
state security. That it would be 
convenient or desirable was not 
enough. There had ro be a link 
between the derision and the 
ground on which it was given. 

In conclusion. Justice Goldberg 
recorded that the court, with the 
consent of petitioners' counsel 
and in their absence, had heard 
the head of the GSS investigations 
division at length behind closed 
doors. After conducting with him 
an intensive clarification of the sit¬ 
uation. it was convinced that the 
special circumstances brought be¬ 
fore it demanded the decisions 
made. 

FOR THE above reasons, and not 
without some reluctance, the 
court dismissed the petitions. 

In light of the fears expressed by 
petitioners' counsel as to the 
methods of the investigations, the 
court ordered thai each petitioner 
be medically examined by a gov¬ 
ernment practitioner immediately 
after a written request to that ef¬ 
fect is presented by counsel to the 
state attorney. 

David Mena and Naftali Wertz- 
berger appeared for the petition¬ 
ers. and Malchiel Blass, senior as¬ 
sistant state attorney, appeared 
for the state. 

The judgment was given on 
September 12.

I F, even a few years ago, holiday makers on 
tropical islands had been asked to take 
their garbage home with them, they would 
have been horrified. 

But this is just what thousands of tourists to 
the Maidive Islands in the Indian Ocean are 
now doing. 

Tourists sort their garbage, except for organ¬ 
ic materials, into separate bags. The Maidive 
authorities at the airport compress the contents 
and package them. The garbage then goes on 
the plane with the returning visitor. 

- -/The Maldives are a chain of islands that lie 
only'a fed* meters,’ in- some places only 1 two 
mCtere, above sea level. With their growing 
population, they have run out of places to 
dispose of garbage. 

Just one landfill area is available, and only

nontoxic materials may be dumped. All organ¬ 
ic material is composted and returned to the 
islands’ soil. Material that cannot be used in 
the landfill area is shipped at great expense to 
places willing to accept it. 

This arrangement can barely support the 
materials discarded by the islands' residents. 

■ Tourism is the printipal industry ofthe Mal- 
1 dives. Hit thereTs simply no way to handle the 
garbage produced by the 250.000 people-who v 
vacation there each year. 

The authorities were doubtful that the plan 
would work but, as one official recently wrote 


in a letter to the environmental journal Alter¬ 
natives, it has succeeded beyond expectations. 
He attributes the results to the fact that that 
most visitors are from Germany and Holland, 
where recycling is far more advanced than in 
many other countries. 

In this country, both foreign and local tour¬ 
ism cause waste-disposal problems, particular¬ 
ly in waterside areas. Shlomo Bahalul of Kin- 
neret Management says the disposal of garbage 
left by visitors to Lake Kinneret is a major 
problem because many families leave behind a 
large pjastie bag of discarded material.", 

“It wouldn't be so bad if it really was' in a 
-bag." he says. “All too often it's*just dumped 
on the shore, while the plastic plates and soft- 
drink cans are bobbing in the water and have to 
be fished out."

A theatrical lone wolf 


O RPHANS speaks to Yossi 
Poliak. 

The Habimah actor/di- 
rector grew up in institutions ‘'and 
with uncles." he said during a 
break between rehearsals of the 

pfcy- 

"I never really knew my parents 
because they separated when I 
was very young. I was not a true 
orphan, but emotionally I was." 

The solitude is what attracted 
him to the three-character drama 
by US playwright Lyle Kessler. 
The play, which he is directing, is 
scheduled to open Saturday in 
Habimartef. 

“The world is like that for me. 
Like in the play, you have to look 
out for yourself because no one 
will do it for you." 

He drew an analogy between 
Orphans and Endgame, by his fa¬ 
vorite contemporary playwright, 
the late Samuel Beckett, which 
Poliak directed at Neveh T 2 edek 
in 1988. 

“The action takes place mostly 
in a small and confined space. The 
outside world exists only by re¬ 
port. The focus is always to look 
in." 

THE PLAY is set in Philadelphia, 
but in the local version, translated 
by Ido Riklin. Poliak has deleted 
any mention of place to increase 
the sense of isolation. 

The world of the protagonists of 
Orphans is a cramped basement 
where the passive Phillip (Avsha- 
lom Poliak) always seems to be

waiting for his volatile elder broth¬ 
er Treat (Micha Selektar) to re¬ 
turn with loot from the robberies 
which keep food on (he table. 

One day Phillip returns with 
Harold (Shraga Harpaz). an¬ 
nouncing to his astounded brother 
that this time they have really 
scored. 

Somebody is sure to pay a big 
ransom for a businessman as rich 
as Harold appears to be. except 
that Harold won't play. Far from 
trying to escape, he insinuates 
himself into their lives. 

The push and pull of this bizarre 
triangular relationship are what 
drive the drama. Poliak, who had 
originally wanted to play Harold 
himself, said that Harold “comes 
as the father figure who himself 
needs all the warmth and love that 
he tries to give (the brothers]. It is 
that sense of compassion in the 
play that attracts me." 

Avshalom. 24. is Poliak’s son. 
He graduated from the Nissan Na- 
riv Studio this year. Directing his 
son “is just like' directing any oth¬ 
er other actor. My problem was 
when he started acting. What will 
I do if he is mediocre. I asked 
myself. I did not even go to see 
him until he was in his last year. 
Actually, he did me a favor by 
accepting the part, because alt the 
theaters wanted him.”

S et against the brick and grime 
of a Manchester housing pro¬ 
ject, English director Ken Loach's 
Raining Stones is an unwavering 
glimpse at life rpne step from the 
skids. 

The film literally never wavers: 
Loach is ideologically opposed to 
moving his camera. He plants the 
lens in from of the actors’ haggard 
faces and leaves it stationed there 
as they quarrel and converse in the 
mud-thick locutions of the indus¬ 
trial North. 

This immobility of visual per¬ 
spective makes us feel firsthand 
the cramped discomfort of the 
tiny, airless rooms. It’s as if broad 
movement were an unthinkable 
luxury amidst the cheap bric-a- 
brac and peeling wallpaper. 

WILLFULLY DRAB, the movie 
is structured as a modest parable, 
a sort of post-Thatcherite Gift of 
the Magi. 

It focuses on the efforts of one 
unemployed Catholic man. Bob 
(Bruce Jones), to earn the money 
necessary to buy his daughter Co- 
leen (Gemma Phoenix) a dress for 
her first communion. 

A burly blond man with a gash- 
like cleft in his chin. Bob can bare¬ 
ly afford food for his wife and 
daughter, let alone the pricey 
gown (and shoes, headpiece, veil, 
and gloves) traditionally worn by 


from the Beit Zvi drama school in 
1965. A paratrooper until he was 
wounded on maneuvers, he fin¬ 
ished his IDF service in communi¬ 
cations, “and when I got out in 
1968. who wanted to hear of me?" 

Undeterred, he scouted around 
for roles and. by a fluke, was cast 
in Nissim Aioni’s Auntie Lisa at 
Habimah. He had called the the¬ 
ater to ask if they were casting and 
was told "nothing doing." 

"Surely there is something," he 
persisted, and was told that, actu¬ 
ally. “yes. We need someone 
tall." 

“I'm tall." he said, and was 
promptly hired. 

His acting career was almost a 
fluke. At the boarding schools 
where Poliak grew up, his pas¬ 
sions were chemistry a ad soccer. 
But his teachers thought he should 
learn theater, and after two 
months at university studying 
chemistry, he agreed because 
“theater was more fun.” 

It later brought him prizes, too. 
Most recently, he won a Best Ac¬ 
tor award in Russia last year for 
Outcast, shot in Ukraine, in which. 
Poliak plays a Jew fighting for his 
life and dignity in a Ukrainian vil¬ 
lage during World War II. 

Poliak has worked in Haifa and 
at the Cameri, but since 1985 most 
of his work has been at Habimah. 

He has played a variety of roles 
there, ranging from Lennie in Of 
Mice and Men to the Captain in 
The Father, Stephen Kumalo in 
Cry the Beloved Country (both 
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Musical rear-view mirror 


D AVID Shemer's musical 
career is moving 
backwards. 

The harpsichordist/conductor is 
one of this country's premiere ear¬ 
ly-music specialists - no mean feat 
for someone raised in a culture 
that deliberately ignored ancient 
music. 

Shemer began this musical jour¬ 
ney in reverse after emigrating 
from his native Riga more than 
two decades ago. 

“The musical life in the Soviet 
Union was very developed in 
many areas," says Shemer, seated 
in his Jerusalem apartment. “But 
early music is something that we 
never heard of over there. For the 
Russians, the performance-prac¬ 
tice and early-music revolution 
never existed." 

In 1983. very few local musi¬ 
cians knew what performance 
practice - the use of period instru¬ 
ments and approaches when per¬ 
forming the music of a specific era 
- was all about. 

“There were a lot of recorder 
players here, however, and they 
began realizing that the recorder is 
an authentic Baroque and Renais¬ 
sance instrument, not just the first 
instrument any child is given be-, 
fore he can even read or write,” 
Shemer says. 

Shemer. who performs and 
teaches regularly all over the 
country, is one of the few musi¬ 
cians to be involved with the Jeru¬ 
salem Early-Music Workshop 
since its inception. 

The nine-day workshop, now in

In Raining'Stones and in 
Loach's similarly stark Ladybird, 
Ladybird (screened this year at 
the Jerusalem Film Festival and 
opening in theaters later this 
year), the director’s approach to 
his characters' trials is muscular, 
brisk and designed to grab us by 
the throat. 

It's no coincidence that both 
films feature a scene in which 
some powerful, menacing force - 
the welfare authorities or a violent 
loan shark - barges into a tumble- 
down apartment and threatens to 
take a woman's wedding ring or 
her nursing baby. 

Loach chooses his victims with 
care. By skillful use of bare-boned 
dialogue and iraprovisationai act¬ 
ing techniques, he riddles these 
confrontations with a rawness that 
feels like documentary in its brutal 
spontaneity. 

Understand, there's nothing 
terribly subtle about the struggles 
of Loach’s characters to maintain 
their waning dignity - and this 
seems to be part of his point. He 
doesn't doubt for an instant who is 
in the right, and his chilling depic¬ 
tion of the British lower class is 
designed to convince us just how 
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Bruce Jones plays an out-of-luck father who’s set on giving his girl a communion dress.

Martin’s twist of fate

S TEVE Martin claims his ini¬ 
tial reaction upon bring hon¬ 
ored at the Montreal World 
Film Festival was: “I wonder who 
dropped out." 

The 49-year-old comedian, who 
generally shuns public events, re¬ 
cently traveled to Montreal for a 
series of appearances, mostly in 
connection with' his new film, A 
Simple Twist of Fate. 

He appeared at screenings of 
the movie and spoke a bit of 
French that translated as, “171 or¬ 
der the eggs with cheese." 

The actor talked about his life 
and career at the festival's cere¬ 
mony in his honor, which included 
a 45-minute review of his films. It 
was a revelation for Martin, who 
said he never watches his movies 
after he has made them. 

A Simple Twist of Fate,- which 
Martin wrote, displays both the L 
comedic and dramatic sides of his 
22-film career. He plays a bitter 
reduse whose life is transformed 
when he adopts a baby girl. If it 
sounds hke something you read-in 
school, that's because Martin 
based his script on Silas Mamer, 
George Eliot’s classic morality 
tale. 

Martin sat down for an inter¬ 
view in his Montreal hotel suite. 
Highlights: 

Bow could anybody without a 
warped mind see comedy £a Silas 
Mamer? 

It's a little sick, I guess. I think 
you can take almost any great sto¬ 
ry and twist it and find homor in it. 
So much of comedy is built on our 
tragedies. It made me feel better 
when I discovered that Shake¬ 
speare was lifting stories from the 
Romans. I guess if was OK for me 
to lift Silas Mamer. 

Bow hag have you been writing? 

In 1968,1 started writing for foe 
Smothers Brothers television 
show. Then l wrote a lot of my 
stand-up material. I started writ¬ 
ing films in foe early ’80s. And 
I’ve written a couple of plays. 

There are some pretty heavy dra¬ 
matics in A Simple Twist of Fate. 
Does that come easy to you ?' 

I always frit I was acting when I 


was doing comedy. Tye done a lot 
of semiserious roles like Father of 
the Bride and Parenthood.

Attorney Yosscf Cohen and ac¬ 
countant Ovadia Blass have re¬ 
quested the court issue an injunc¬ 
tion against former owner MK 
Avraham Shapira (United Tora 
Judaism) and his wife Tovah Sha¬ 
pira regarding then shares in Tex¬ 
tile Canter, a member of the Car¬ 
mel Carpets conglomerate. 

The liquidators have asked the 
court to prohibit the couple from 


disposing of their shares in the 
company and to force them to 
transfer their shares to Carmel 
Carpets. 

The liquidators claim Shapira is 
engaged in selling assets associat¬ 
ed with the Carmel Carpets con¬ 
glomerate to prevent the liquida¬ 
tors from regaining control of the 
assets. 

“Carmel Carpets liquidators are 
currently engaged in gathering, 
unraveling and consolidating huge 
quantities of information which in¬ 
dicates the conglomerate’s busi- 
. nesses were managed with negli- 
' gence, fraud and inexperience,” 
the liquidators said in the request 

According to the liquidators, 
Carmel Carpets purchased shares

in Textile Center in September 
1978. The shares gave Carmel Car¬ 
pets rights to lease 475 square me¬ 
ters on the thirteenth floor of the 
Tel Aviv based Textile Building, 
which is owned by Textile Center. 

The request claims that Tovah 
Shapira purchased half of another 
floor in Textile Floor in October 
1984. The acquisition was financed 
by a loan received from Carmel 
Carpets. According to the liquida¬ 
tors, Tovah took advantage of a 
business opportunity intended for 
Carmel Caipets. 

The liquidators claim they have 
no proof that (he loan was re¬ 
turned to the company. They 


claim Carmel Caipets “sold" all its 
shares in Textile Center to Tova 
Shapira in October 1984 for 
NIS 54,760. The liquidators claim 
the assets owned by the company 
were worth NIS 248,000 at the 
time of the sale. 

According to Cohen and Blass, 
the shares were transferred to To¬ 
vah Shapira*5 ownership, but she 
did not pay anything in return for 
them. 

The liquidators claim reviews of 
Carmel Carpets’s books reveal 
that attempts were made to con¬ 
ceal (be transfer of shares 
transaction. 

“Transferring shares valued at 
about NIS 5 million and Tovah 
Shapira’s purchase of an addition¬ 


al half floor, at a s imilar value, 
without paying for it, is similar to 
stealing goods from the company 
valued at about NIS 10m.," the 
liquidators claim. 

Tovah Shapira rented out the 
floor space and received about 
$2.28m, in rent over a 10-year pe¬ 
riod, according to the liquidators. 

They also accuse Shapira and his 
wife of selling a Carmel Caipets 
owned property in Ramat Gan, 
valued at about $8m., through a 
family-owned company. 

The liquidators claim the trans¬ 
action is evidence that the Sha- 
piras are engaged in selling prop¬ 
erty belonging to the 
conglomerate to prevent them 
from gaining control of the assets.

NIS 1.04 billion withdrawn from mutual binds last month: NIS 
L04 billion was withdrawn from mutual funds last month, despite 
average positive yields of 1.1% for the funds, the Meitav 
Consultancy Firm reported yesterday. Meitav said most of the 
redemptions were concentrated on August 21, the first day of 
trading after the Treasury announcement of plans to impose a 
capital gains tax on stock exchange investments. Mutual funds 
total assets fell 3 J1% last month to NIS 24.2b. from NIS 25b. in 
the previous month. 

Funds specializing in shares experienced the highest rate of 
redemptions at NIS 371 million followed by fends specializing in 
bonds at NIS 264m. and flexible bonds, which suffered 
redemptions off NIS 165m. Foreign currency funds continued 
their downward trend to redemptions of NIS 132m.

Tourist arrivals drop slightly: Tourist arrivals dropped slightly 
last month to 160,000, the Central Bureau of Statistics reported 
yesterday. During the first eight months of the year, 1 , 216,500 
tourists visited, reflecting a 10 percent increase for the same 
period in 1993. Despite the opening of the Arava border 
crossing with Jordan last month, tourist arrivals from the kingdom 
fell 13% to 8,600 from August 1993. 

Pereg resigns as Elsrint CEO: Elsrint CEO Shmue] Pereg has 
announced his resignation, following poor financial results for the 
fust half of the year. The company reported a 65 percent drop 
in net profits for the first six months of the year to $5.8 million on 
revenues of $108m., representing an 8% drop in sales from the 
same period in 1993. 

Pereg is being replaced by Yonatan Edrat, former vice 
president of sales, but will continue as a member of the company’s 
board of directors. Pereg served in a variety of positions since 
joining the company in 1972, and has been CEO since 1988.

Azorim plans to build large housing 
development on 430-dunam area in Rehovot 


SAN FRANCISCO (Reuter) - 
Apple Computer Inc., in a major 
departure from its past policy, said 
Friday it would license its Macin¬ 
tosh operating system to other per¬ 
sonal computer makers. 

In a statement, the company 
said it will launch an “Expanded 
Markets” approach, licensing the 
technology first to companies with 
“complementary strengths” and 
later to other vendors. 

The move would reverse a long- 
held Apple policy of keeping its 
system proprietary. That policy is 
seen as having contributed to Mac¬ 
intosh’s declining share of the PC 
market over the years. 

Apple said it will begin by li¬ 
censing its core Macintosh operat¬ 
ing system and elements of its 
Power-PC reduced instruction set 
computing (RISC) hardware ar¬ 
chitecture. The RISC-designed 
systems have fewer instructions 

S g back and forth, resulting in 
:r chips. 

Timothy Bajarin, of Creative 
Strategies in San Jose, California, 
said Apple told industry analysts 
the initial licensing agreements 
would be with overseas manufac¬ 
turers, specifically in Italy, Ger¬ 
many and Japan, as well as in the 
US. 

Major elements of Apple’s plan 
appeared in Friday's edition of the 
San Jose Mercury News. 

The newspaper said initial li¬ 
censees would be overseas and 
would not include the right to use 
the English-language version of 
the Apple operating system. 

But Apple's statement did not 
indicate that, and Apple officials 
did not return phone calls inquir¬ 
ing about the report 
International Business Ma¬ 
chines Corp. adopted the strategy 
of licensing its operating system to 
other manufacturers more than a 
decade ago, spawning the industry 
of IBM-cloae makers. 

Microsoft Corp. gave the IBM- 
clone market a bigger push by de¬ 
veloping. the Windows operating 
system, which made the clones and 
IBM machines even easier to use 
and eroded some of the market 
advantages of Macintosh’s user- 
friendly machines. 

The clone makers, selling IBM- 
like machines at tower prices, have 
captured more and more market 
share as a group, making the IBM- 
based system dominant over Ap¬ 
ple’s in the personal computer 
industry. 

Industry analysts have said Ap¬ 
ple should end its proprietary poli¬ 
cies, saying it would be better off 
with a small share of a much-larger 
market than the less than 10 per¬ 
cent share it currently bolds.

Base metals rise for third straight week 


MOST base metals ended higher for the 
third consecutive week, with speculators 
leading the buying wave and traders expect¬ 
ing further gains Sis week. 

'Aluminum registered sharp gains, reach¬ 
ing its highest point in almost four years. 

Lead bit two-year highs, zinc touched sev¬ 
en-month peaks and copper broke contract 
highs of $1.17 per pound. 

Aluminum started the week determined 
to burst through $1,600 a tonne, a price not 
seen since January 1991, and a level at which 
nearly every smelter in the world is 
profitable. 

It finally breached the stubborn resistance 
on the back of another substantial fall in 
London Metal Exchange warehouse stocks. 

Since stocks peaked at a record 2.65 mil¬ 
lion tonnes in June, they have fallen by 
270,000 tonnes, or nearly 10 per cent. 

Sizeable buy-stops were hit around $1,600 
and $1,605, as the market motored up to 
$1,615 before some inevitable profit-taking 
set in. 

Aluminum closed at $1,60830, Up $32 OD 
the day and $22 from Friday's dose. 

Traders see the market pushing up to a

short-term target around $1,610 without too 
much difficulty, and toward an objective of 
$1,650 a tonne. 

Their predictions seem to be based on the 
fad that the output cuts made by aluminum 
producers so far this year were having an 
impact beyond their wildest dreams, and as 
long as.they stick to their guns there would 
be a supply deficit of about 400,000 tonnes 
this year and one million tonnes in 1995. 

Meanwhile, copper closed the week at 
contract highs, with the December con tram 
jumping two and a half cents on Friday to 
11730 cents. 

Traders noted that copper had rallied on 
two key factors - a sharp drop in warehouse 
stocks and Friday's constructive US figures, 
which showed that US industrial production 
was up 0.7 percent in August and capacity 
utilization rose 84.7%, the highest in five 
years. 

In the warehouse stocks, Comex declined 
a very substantive 2,186 tonnes and LME 
stocks fell 1,500 tonnes, its first decline since 


July, a further confirmation that demand 
has been increasing. 

Coffee markets ended another swinging 
week higher on weather-related feats, after 
it had dropped rapidly earlier in the week. 

This was due to uncertainty about the 
Brazilian government's plans for auctioning 
off its stockpile. 

After a dramatic rise the previous week 
on news that the auction would be canceled, 
traders believed the government was close 
to chan ging its mind.

Exxon ordered to pay 
$5b. in punitive damages 


ANCHORAGE (Renter) - A fed¬ 
eral jury ordered Exxon Corp. Fri¬ 
day to pay $5 billion in punitive 
damages for the 1989 Exxon Val¬ 
dez oil spill - the worst ever in the 
US - in Alaska's Prince William 
Sound. 

The jury, at the end of a 4-1/2- 
month trial, also ordered Exxon 
Valdez Captain Joseph Hazel.- 
wood to pay $5,000 in punitive 
damages for his role in the acci¬ 
dent, which poured some 11 mil¬ 
lion gallons of crude oil into the 
sound. 

plaintiffs in the case - thousands 
of commercial fishermen, Alaska 
Natives and property owners, pins 
coastal municipalities and Alaska 
Native corporations - had asked 
for 55b. to $20bin punitive dam¬ 
ages against Exxon. 

The plaintiffs had sought only $1 
in punitive damages against Hazel¬ 
wood, saying the fired New York 
mariner needed no further 

punishment-'- ■■ j .- -- •• 

: Exxon lawyers argued the'-com¬ 
pany, too, had been punished 
enough and should not be required 
to pay punitive damages. 

In an earlier phase of the trial, 
the jury ordered Exxon to pay 
$286.8 million In actual damages 
to 10,000 commercial salmon and 
herring fishermen. 

The punitive damages were 
awarded, because the jury also de¬ 
termined earlier that “reckless 3 ' 
behavior by Exxon and Hazel¬ 
wood contributed to the spfiL 

*Tm ecstatic,” said plaintiffs' 
attorney Brian O’Neill. “The 
money is going to be used to put a 
lot of people's lives back together. 

Irving, Texas-based Exxon said 
it will fight the award. 

“This verdict is totally unwar¬ 
ranted and unfair,” Exxon Chair¬ 
man Lee Raymond said in a state¬ 
ment. “U is excessive by any legal 
or practical measure.” 

“We will use every legal means 
available to overturn this unjust 
verdict, which is not a final judg¬ 
ment,” he said. “It will be re¬ 
viewed, and we trust it win be 
modified by the trial court or by 
appellate courts,” 

Within 10 days Exxon will ask 
US District Court Judge Russel 
Holland, who presided over the 
trial, to reduce the award, Exxon 
attorney Pat Lynch said. O'Neill 
said the appeal process would take 
about two years. 

Testimony during the trial 
showed Hazelwood had been 
drinking in a bar in the port town 
of Valdez, Alaska, for most of the 
afternoon of March 23, 1989, and 
then deserted the bridge as the 
huge tanker made its way out of 


' port through the perilous waters of 
the sound. 

Shortly after midnight on March 
24, the ship struck Bligh Reef and 
began gushing oil from its hall. 

Exxon said it spent S2b. clean¬ 
ing up the effects of the spill and 
has agreed to pay $1.025b. over 10 
years to settle claims by the federal 
and state governments. 

Despite the huge size of the 
award, Exxon stock rose Friday in 
after-hours trading.

On Monday, the jury, down to 
11 of the original 12 members who 
started the trial in May, sent a note 
to Holland inquiring about pages 
that were removed from Exxon 
financial statements. 

Plaintiff lawyers had tried to ad¬ 
mit evidence in the trial of Exxon 
statements assuring shareholders 
that die litigation would have--no

Plaintiff attorney Dave Oesting 
said the award “sends the message 
that we set out at the beginning to 
send to Exxon, that they're going 
to share this planet with the rest of 
us as an equal.” 

Holland thanked the re maining 
jurors and dismssed them Friday, 
although the trial will reconvene at’ 
an undetermined later - date to con¬ 
sider other damage claims.

even paid their lawyers' fees. 

Yediot publisher Araon Moms 
was also questioned by police, and 
the affair has sparked a war be¬ 


tween the two camps - Yediot and 
Ha'aretz versus Ma'ariv. 

Ben-Ari reportedly introduced 
Yediot management to private in¬ 
vestigator Ya'acov Bak, who was 
remanded last week in connection 
with the affair. 

Bak introduced Yediot to the 
Mor-Tal investigation agency, 
owned by Amir Ben-Asher and 
Ze’ev Levita. Mor-Tal, which may 
have worked for both rivals 
Ma'ariv and Yediot, allegedly 
planted a secretary at the Tash- 
betz investigation company to 
steal keys and documents. The 
documents ended up in the hands 
of Ma'ariv. 


J ournalists’ organizationurges members 
to stay clear of press barons’ war 


THE press barons' war threatens 
freedom of the press, according to 
the National Federation of Jour¬ 
nalists, which is calling on mem¬ 
bers to “resist being drawn into 
the smear campaigns being waged 
by the newspaper publishers." 

The federation’s warning fol¬ 
lows the start of investigations by 
both tbe Monopolies Commission 
and the Press Council, which are 
examining the possible financial 
ties between Ha’aretz and Yediot 
Akaronot. They are also looking 
into reported meetings between 
their publishers and foe head of 
Ma'ariv, foe third major daily, in 
which tbe three press barons 
agreed to withhold or play down 
certain stories to their -mutual 
benefit.

Federation General Secretary 
. Ram Guterman called on journal¬ 
ists to abide by foe code of ethics 
and refrain from writing stories 
which only serve foe publishers 
and their economic interests. 

“In the ugly war between tbe 
publishers there is a real threat to 
the freedom of foe press and free¬ 
dom of journalistic expression," 
he said. 

Guterman denounced “the phe¬ 
nomenon by which with time cer¬ 
tain journalists became tools serv¬ 
ing the struggle of foe publishers 
and were mobilized to write and 
speak in their- favor, and attack 
-their competitors.” 

Guterman told The Jerusalem 


Post that he feared that foe threat 
of closure hanging over Davar 
worsened foe situation. 

'There is already a larger sup¬ 
ply of journalists than market de¬ 
mand. If another 80 journalists 
come onto the market, editors can 
use this to threaten their own re¬ 
porters that they could be cheaply 
and easily replaced if they don't 
write what the publisher wants." 

He also denounced the cross 
holdings which gave foe press bar¬ 
ons interests in newspapers, ca¬ 
bles television stations and Chan¬ 
nel 2 as well as other businesses. 

He noted, however, that 
Ma'ariv published tbe federation's 
statement in full and gave it prom¬ 
inent coverage while Ha’aretz also 
published selected statements. 


THE cabinet issued a rare state¬ 
ment supporting foe General Se¬ 
curity Services (GSS) yesterday, 
following allegations last week 
that foe agency tortured an ex¬ 
treme right-wing detainee. 

At the end of yesterday's ses¬ 
sion, cabinet secretary Shmuel 
Hollander made dear to reporters 
that the government sharply re¬ 
jected “rumors about tbe behav- 
ior of the GSS interrogators in¬ 
tended to evoke identification 
with tbe detainees.” He insisted 
foe government would enforce tbe 
law fairly, dealing with terror sus¬ 
pects regardless of whether they 
are Israelis or Palestinians. 

The cabinet statement also 
comes four days after a ministerial 
committee on the GSS met to dis¬ 
cuss the allegations, only to find 
they were baseless. The ministeri¬ 
al committee consisted of Prune 
Minister Yitzhak Rabin. Justice 
Minister David Liba'i, and Envi¬ 
ronment Minister Yossi Sarid. 

Commenting on tbe cabinet 
move, Sarid said last night, “the 
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statement was a reiteration of the 
ministerial committee. 

"However, it had to be made 
public, as otherwise the GSS 
would feel like it did not have 
governmental backing." 

Meanwhile, two of the suspects 
involved in foe alleged under¬ 
ground were released yesterday, 
bringing to six foe number of men 
still under arrest. Ten people, all 
but one of them residents of Kir- 
yat Arba and Hebron, have been 
arrested so far. 

The Central Command mili¬ 
tary court is to decide today re¬ 
garding the prosecution's request 
to extend the remand of Lt. Oren 
Edri. Edri's lawyer, Zion Amir, 
told the court during a hearing 
last night that the GSS had failed 
to videotape or record Edri's 
confessions, as is usually done in 
such cases. 

Amir added that Edri had been 
arrested under false pretenses af¬ 
ter being summoned to a “security 


session" prior to a trip he planned 
to visit the tomb of Rabbi Nahman 
of Bratslav in Russia. He also pre¬ 
sented foe court with testimony 
regarding torture of his client, in¬ 
cluding rat bites Edri allegedly 
suffered in the interrogation 
room. 

The two men released yesterday 
are Elyashiv Keller from Hebron 
and Michael Mor-Yosef from Kir- 
yat Arba. Tliey were arrested last 
Sunday night, along with another 
suspect. David Ben-Ya'acov. who 
has also since been released. An¬ 
other of the subjects arrested since 
the wave of arrests began on Sep¬ 
tember 6. Yves Tibi, has also been 
released. 

Keller, 23, allegedly received 
explosives from Edri. and also al¬ 
legedly told Rabbi Ido Elba, pur¬ 
portedly the spiritual leader of the 
group, where IDF munitions 
storehouses were located. 

Keller's lawyer. Naphtali 
Wertzberger. said yesterday that 


no charge sheet has been filed 
against his client, and that he was 
released with the understanding 
that he would return for question¬ 
ing if need be. 

Wertzberger said that if charges 
are filed against Keller, they will 
likely be “very minor. His release 
is strong testimony of his inno¬ 
cence." Wertzberger said. 

The other suspect released yes¬ 
terday was Michael Mor-Yosef, a 
Kiryat Arba carpenter suspected 
of making three silencers for guns. 
No charge sheet has been filed 
against him either, although Itim 
reported that an indictment 
against him for helping an illegal 
organization is in the works. 

The six suspects still under ar¬ 
rest are Edri. Eitan and Yehoyada 
Kahalani, Kobi Pinto. Meir Korcn 
and Ido Elba. 

The Kahalani brothers, the cen¬ 
tral suspects in the case, were re¬ 
portedly arrested on September 2 
as they trained rifles on an Arab 
youth driving his bicycle near 
Jerusalem. 


Testimony: Nothing wrong with Deri’s Nebi Samwil interest 
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IT is common for minis ters, MKs, and other 
government officials to take an interest in pro¬ 
jects relating to foe sectors they represent, and 
this is how he understood former interior min¬ 
ister Aiyeh Deri’s interest in the Nebi Samwil 
affair, the second prosecution witness in Deri’s 
trial told the Jerusalem District Court 
yesterday. 

The witness, Amos Unger, served as direc¬ 
tor-general of foe Housing Ministry from 1987 
to 1990. He related how the Moreshet Binya- 
min company sold religious families lands in 
Nebi Samwil which were not zoned for con¬ 
struction, so foe families were unable to buDd 
there. According to the indictment, Deri - who 
was director-general of the Interior Ministry at 
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foe time - then used his influence to obtain 
alternate lands for the families, to protect the 
company from lawsuits. 

“The phenomenon of public figures asking 
about various projects ... is well-known and 
accepted," Unger said. It also spans the politi¬ 
cal spectrum, he added - from those with an 
interest in settlements in Judea and Samaria to 
those who are close to kibbutzim or moshavim. 
He therefore saw nothing unusual in Deri's 
occasional requests to him to do what he could 
to speed up the building on the alternate lands. 

Deri did not ask Unger to arrange the alter¬ 
nate lands. Unger added. What he wanted was 


for Unger to speed up the implementation 
once the government had decided to grant the 
lands. He also asked Unger to let the haredi 
building association do its own development 
work on the lands, rather than awarding the 
work to the state-owned Arim company. 

In response to a question from Deri's law¬ 
yer. Dan Avi-Yitzhak. Unger said he did not 
feel any pressure because of Deri's interest, 
since he was interested in promoting the pro¬ 
ject himself. Once an interministerial commit¬ 
tee had decided to grant the alternate lands, in 
1988. “I saw it as part of my job to promote 
building [there].'' he explained. 

Former interior minister Yitzhak Peretz is to 
testify when the trial resumes September 28.

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NHLers propose tax to break stalemate 


TORONTO (AP) - National Hockey League 
players have proposed a complex five’ per cent 
tax on everything from salaries to gate receipts 
which they say would raise $35 million for small 
market teams and break die stalemate in col¬ 
lective bargaining talks, sources say. 

The Canadian Press reported Saturday that 
the proposal was made Friday during a five- 
hour session in New York between bargaining 
teams for the NHL. 

Union president’ Mike Gartner of the Toron¬ 
to Maple Leafs said NHL commissioner Gary 


Bettman held a private three-hour meeting 
with NHLPA executive director Bob Goo- 
denow in New York on Saturday. 

The NHL and NHLPA have been without a 
collective bargaining agreement for more than 
a year. Players expect the NHL to lock them 
out if a collective bargaining agreement is not 
signed by October 1, the date the regular sea¬ 
son is to begin. 

League officials are believed to be skeptical 
about the S35m figure because they feel small 
market teams such as Winnipeg and Quebec 


would not benefit significantly from the 
proposal. 

The NHL has proposed a tax system of its 
own, seeking to fine teams that exceed a set 
payroll and then pass the money along to teams 
which stayed under the prescribed amount 

Players have rejected the proposal, saying 
the tax is just another way of capping salaries. 

The NHL wants to devise a system which 
links salaries to revenues, with a revenue-shar¬ 
ing formula far owners, and players want a free 
market.

Sting wows Jerusalem 


UNDER a full moon and dressed 
in a black shin and black tails, 
rock superstar Sling last night 
greeted a sold-our Sultan’s Pool 
amphitheater with "Erev tow Je¬ 
rusalem.” He proceeded to play a 
non-stop, nearly two-hour sei run¬ 
ning the gamut from old favorites 
such as Roxanne to ballads like It's 
Not the Shape of My Heart. 

The good-natured crowed, 
which remained on its feet 
throughout, was treated to two en¬ 
cores. The last, with Sting accom¬ 
panying himself on acoustic guitar, 
was the heartfelt On and On, with 
its exhortation against violence. 

The only surprise was the omis¬ 
sion of his I’m Mad About You, 
whose lyrics refer to Jerusalem. 

At a press conference before the 
concert Sting denied he had delib¬ 
erately boycotted visiting Israel, 
but confirmed that the current po¬ 
litical climate contributed to his 
decision to appear here. 

“I’ve always been interested in 
Israel; there’s just never been a 
firm offer before,” said the former 
leader of the 19S0s* rock greats.

**I hope this will be the first of 
many visits here. Things seem to 
be moving, opening up in the right 
direction. I’m very excited to be 
here,” said the British singer. 

He downplayed any special sig¬ 
nificance to Jerusalem being the 
opening venue of his current tour, 
which also includes a visit to South 
Africa for the first time. 

“I think it's a good time to visit 
both countries. It’s important to 
be sensitive to the complexities of 
the political situation,” he said. 

Asked whether he had any res¬ 
ervations about playing in a coun¬ 
try that “occupied” another peo¬ 
ple, Sting responded. “Few 
countries, including my own, have 
perfect human rights records. Ev¬ 
eryone is guilty in some manner. 
The important thing is that some¬ 
thing is being done about iL” 

Sting professed a desire to see 
the sights in Jerusalem and be¬ 
yond, but doubted his schedule 
would enable him. “I’m here for 


three days and Pm playing every 
day, so I'm not going to get a 
chance to see very much. But it 
was a very exciting moment when 
we drove up ihe highway and saw 
the sign ‘Jerusalem.’ The city has a 
very important significance for so 
many people,” he said. 

While announcing that he is still 
friendly with bis former band 
males in The Police, he rejected 
the possibility that the band would 
ever reform. 

“It’s a natural tendency for peo¬ 
ple to feel nostalgic and sentimen¬ 
tal about the past. For me, the past 
is the pasL There’s no reason for 
us to reform. I certainly don’t need 
the money,” he said. 

Asked if he was apprehensive 
about appearing before the same 
Israeli press that prompted Elton 
John to flee the country last year. 
Sting just smiled and said, “Fra 
afraid of nothing.” 

Tonight. Sting and his three- 
piece band will appear in Tzemach 
and tomorrow night at Rishon Le- 
zion's Amphipark. Tickets are still 
available for both shows.

Ramon raked over coals 
by angry ‘Davar’ staff 


HISTADRUT Chairman Haim 
Ramon yesterday foand himself 
the target of angry Davor workers, 
who accused him of breaking weak 
agreements and acting against 
their interests instead of protect¬ 
ing their rights, which they said is 
bis duty as Histadrut chief. 

The parliament session, which 
lasted over four bonis and was tbe 
stormiest since Ramon's election, 
was devoted almost entirely to Da¬ 
vor. 

For the first time since taking 
over the Histadrut, the roles were 
reversed: instead of standing on 
the podium and “exposing” the 
previous Histadrut leadership’s 
failures, Ramon himself was at¬ 
tacked and charged with short¬ 
comings and bad faith. 

Ramon, used to launching un¬ 
disturbed attacks on Labor and the 
former leadership, bad his address 
repeatedly interrupted by Davor's 
action committee chairman 
Efraira Davidi, who insisted on 
“correcting” Ramon at every turn. 

Ramon, who took the podium 
after Labor's faction members 
spoke in favor of Davor's contin-

ued existence and the Hisiadrut’s 
ongoing support of the newspaper, 
announced that he would not hon¬ 
or the pension settlement, which is 
part of tbe wage agreement signed 
between the Histadrut and Da¬ 
vor's workers. 

“According to that settlement, 
some are ‘to get hundreds of per¬ 
cent of severance pay fees, unprec¬ 
edented in the Israeli economy. 
There’s one who will become a 
millionaire. This is a scandal. We 
won’t keep these agreements. 
They won't get one agora more 
than the rest of the Va'ad Kapoel 
(Histadrut headquarters) workers, 
which is 200 % severance fees. Ev¬ 
eryone will get paid from the same 
cash box. Nobody has blue blood.” 

Ramon accused Labor of “hy¬ 
pocrisy. When you were ruling the 
Histadrut, there were people in 
Davar who were not paid for a 
whole year and we didn’t bear a 
word of protesL” 

He added that according to 
economist Efraira Reiner's report, 
Davar had some workers em¬ 


ployed on personal contract, even 
though that was opposed to Hista¬ 
drut policy. Ramon himself has 
appointed several workers on per¬ 
sonal contracts. 

Davidi, who addressed the par¬ 
liament for more than 30 minutes 
after Ramon, charged the latter 
with violating the work agree¬ 
ments with Davar. which includes 
the same pension and severance 
settlement as those in all the daily 
newspapers. 

“If the Histadrut doesn’t want 
to keep wage agreements, and in¬ 
tends to violate them, then why 
doesn't it announce it publicly and 
set a new norm in Israeli work 
ethics? You rail ns corrupt, but I 
am still fighting for my August 
wages, while you are fighting for 
your new luxury car,” Davidi said, 
infuriating Ramon. 

“You, the members of the His- 
tadxut parliament, must determine 
whether Davar will be a laborers’ 
newspaper or a contractors’ one,” 
Davidi added, a reference to Ne- 
tanya contractor Yitzhak Tsbuva, 
Reiner's favorite candidate to pur¬ 
chase Davar.

Court case seeks 
to change law on 
surrogate mothers 

THE High Court of Justice was 
asked yesterday to order the 
Health Ministry to explain why It 
has not abolished the law which 
prevents couples from having chil¬ 
dren via surrogate mothers. 

The petition was filed by the 
Association for Freedom from Re¬ 
ligious Coercion, four childless 
couples, Dr. Yigal Miron and a 
potential surrogate mother. 

The couples are asking tbe 
Health Ministry to allow them to 
commission surrogate mothers un¬ 
der Miron’s supervision. They 
have all located potential surro¬ 
gate mothers. The petitioners not¬ 
ed that two regulations enacted in 
19S7 under the Public Health Law 
prevent couples from fertilizing an 
egg and having a child outside the 
mother’s body. 

The petitioners argue that the 
law is discriminatory and prevents 
them from fulfilling their right to 
have offspring, and in particular, 
“prevents women who are unable 
to cany a child in their uterus to 
have biological offspring." 

The regulation, they added, vio¬ 
lates their basic right to become 
parents, the freedom of contract, 
and freedom of occupation of doc¬ 
tors and potential surrogate moth¬ 
ers. A continuation of the present 
policy against surrogate mother¬ 
hood will inevitably cause couples 
to divorce, the petitioners 
said. (Itim) 


Luxury cars for Histadrut brass

THE Histadrut’s executive is expected to approve the purchase of new, 
luxury cars for its five top officials - at an expense of at least NIS 
400,000 - at its next meeting. 

The Japanese cars are earmarked for Histadrut Chairman Haim 
Ramon, his deputy and head of the trade union section MX Amir 
Peretz, Treasurer MX Haim Oron, Na’amat chief Ofra Friedman and 
the head of the organization and labor council section, Pinni Shomer. 

Until now Histadrut senior officials used whatever was available 
from a pool of vehicles, according to need, and none of them bad a 
“personal” car at their constant disposal 

Even former Histadrut chief Hahn Haberfeld, who used a Histadrut 
car with a pelephone for work trips, was careful to travel to and from 
work in his own, privately-owned car. 

“It was not seemly for the representatives of tiie workers, even the 
top ones, to have their own company cars,” a Labor 'source explained.

In the heat of the stormy 
debate on the fate of Davar, Efraim Davidi, the representative of 
Davar’s journalists, shouted at him: “You call us corrupt, but I did not 
receive my wages for August and drive a 1982 Panda, while you are 
fighting for the latest model Japanese car.” 

Ramon yelled back that be has not yet received the new car, but is 
expected to get it very soon because his old one had already done 
150,000 kilometers. 

Histadrut Spokeswoman Rahel Blustein said that the purchase , has 
not yet been approved.

Economist Efraim Reiner, who
